Africans Help Plant 
Color By the Canful

Tf you would plant color 
by the canful, take a look at 
three African natives which 
thrive in California. The 
three aro agapanthus. #cr- 
bera and knipphofia. availa­ 
ble in gallon cans at your 
local nursery.

A^apanthuw, the Blue Lily 
of the Nile, is a terrific per­ 
former. Its blue flowers 
catch the parly summer sun 
and brighten gardens. A 
bulb, agapanthus is treated 
like a perennial and left for 
years until the clumps be­ 
come too crowded. When 
this happens, simply lift, di­ 
vide and replant the clumps.

The agapanthus is easily 
spotted. From a clump of 
evergreen strap-like leaves, 
tall flower stems bear a 
large round cluster of bright 
blue flowers. You find an 
occasional white - flowered 
variety.

Lily of the Nile is a sun 
lover. It will hloom in some 
shade, but care should be 
taken to insure a half day's 
sun. Give It good drainage 
and reasonably fertile soil. 
Give it regular water dur­ 
ing growth and bloom per­ 
iods.

Kniphofias are hard to 
pronounce. Call them Red 
Hot Pokers, any nursery­ 
man will know what you 
are talking about. Those col­ 
orful perenials have under­ 
gone considerable improve­ 
ment. New colors have been 
added, flower size has been 
developed to make a most 
useful border plant. Red 
Hot Pokers are available in 
cooler shades of cream and 
yellow, with combinations of 
the traditional "red hot" 
orange.

Try them in the rear of a

sunny border to combine 
with perennials such as del­ 
phinium with a foreground 
of lower-growing agapan­ 
thus.

The contrast of blue with 
the Poker's variety of 
shades can be on eye-catch­ 
ing sight.

Kniphofias can bp left In 
the same spot for years. The 
grass-like clumps 'of foliage 
increase in size, but need no 
division until overgrown. 
Sun is the preference, with 
regular water and soil that 
is not too rich. Where soil is 
too rich and food too plenti­ 
ful, kniphofias are all fo­ 
liage.

Last of our African trio is 
gerbera, the lovely Transval 
Daisy, an aristocrat among 
daises, a beauty in the indi­ 
vidual bloom rather than in 
a mass of color. Flowers are 
borne gracefully on top of 
long, wiry stems, ideal for 
cutting. Colors run to love­ 
ly pastel shades, with a 
darker red.

Gerberas are susceptible 
to damage from poor drain­ 
age. This, more than any­ 
thing else, accounts for an 
occasionally short span of 
life. Plant them in a slightly 
raised bed or one in which 
you know the drainage is 
good. Another trick is to 
set plants in the ground so 
that you don't bury the 
crown.

As with other African na­ 
tives mentioned, gerbera s 
like a warm sunny spot. 
Reasonably rich soil and re­ 
gular watering by irrigation 
are also to their liking. As 
the clumps increase in size, 
you mav lift and divide 
them. When you do, do it in 
fall.

Mums, Carnations Excel 
As Flowers for Cutting

When it comes to flowers 
for cutting, it's hard to beat 
chrysanthemum and carna­ 
tion .Favorites in the florist 
trade, they are easy to grow 
in a sunny1 backyard.

Most gardeners forget 
that these beauties should 
be planted in early spring. 
Nurserymen offer them as 
rooted cuttings now.

Of the two, chrysanthr-' 
mums' color is bright and 
more suitable for massing. 
Carnations are more shy. 
Their beauty lies in idivi- 
dual blooms and in the fra­ 
grance of trip blooms. You 
can grow carnations in an 
isoloted garden corner and 
get full enjoyment of their 
bouquets.

Chrysanthemums best per­ 
form In soil into which ma­ 
nure and a complete com­ 
mercial fertilizer have been 
worked before planting. 
Such initial nourishment 
should DP supplemented re- 
gularlv through the grow­ 
ing season. Nurserymen re­ 
commend fppfling with li­ 
quid fish, supplemented by 
;i complete fertilizer. Feed 
them about every three

Glossy Abelia 
'Most Used'

A member of the "most 
n-.fi fhib — perhaps 
thr mo-it widely .used of all
  is the ever faithful Glossy 
AbHia. . When, a gardener 
needs a friend, here it is, 
always clean and fresh in 
appearance, loaded with 
pink and white flowers 
through .summer and into 
fall, indiferent to the gard- 
ner'x attention or the type 
of soil of soil in'which it is 
planted.

Abelia s are rHost attrac­ 
tive when pruned selective­ 
ly, bv removing branches 
completely to open up the
-hrub. Thev can be sheared 
like anv hedge, however, 
and if you want a flowering 
hed$e, abelia is one of the 
best. A medium height 
shrub, It also fits foundation! 
or border and none will give 
vou more for less. Be sure 
of that.

weeks.
A prime requisite is wa­ 

ter. Chrysanthemum plants 
should be kept moist. 
Drought will check growth 
and harden the wood, which 
makes additional growth un­ 
satisfactory. Keep young 
plants succulent and lush, 
the way to keep them that 
way is by watering.

Where massed color is the 
primary goal, new top grow­ 
th is kept pinched back ra­ 
ther severely, to promote 
side-branching for bushier 
plants and more-bloom. For 
cut flowers, terminal growth 
develops after pinching 
back in early summer and 
side growth is discouraged, 
so that the plant's energy 
produces long - stemmed, 
large blooms. Stake these, 
so they won't topple.

Mums come large, exhibi­ 
tion types on small pompon 
varieties. For garden use. 
vou can hardly do better 
than to plant, the cushion 
mums, which giv> masses of 
color. Regular varieties start 
bloom in late September and 
October.

The carnation is handled 
much the same as chrysan­ 
themums. They are seldom 
used for garden display, and 
cultural practice is aimed at 
developing long - stemmed 
blooms for cutting. As with 
mums, pinch out side grow­ 
th and nip the innumerable 
buds lower on thr nlant. 
Direct nlant energv into pro­ 
ducing the biggest and 
showiest blooms possible.

Carnations do best in 
well - drained, reasonably 
rich soil with regular water­ 
ing through growth - bloom 
cvcle. Plant in full sun. but 
give f hem a bit of shade 
whp" vou live where cum­ 
mer <"n i*5 eHrteciallv in­ 
tense. Plants will grow in 
h o 11 P s t sun. but flowers 
don't develop KO well.

After voting nlants have 
been set out wait until thev 
start growing, then nincb 
out the top to encotir.'inze 
brancing and « t u r Hi e r 
nlants. After that. M them 
qfrow on. e^poti^acri^e termi­ 
nal crrowt.b Feed onc»» n 
mo"fh with a commercial 
fertilizer.

A wide «r»loct ion and com­ 
binations of color Is availa­ 
ble in nurseries.

Mollis Hybrids 
Splash Colors

The Mollis Hybrid, deci­ 
duous azalea, breaks out 
with a rush of bloom tlm 
smothers the plants befoi 
any leaves bfgln to arrive

These will make goo 
sixed shrubs in time ami 
provide gardeners who grow 
them with brilliant splasher 
of color. They are colorful 
in fall, too. when the leaves 
turn to crimson and orange 
before dropping off. Plant 
them where you won't mind 
their tvinter bareness.

Rhododendrons are big 
brothers (or big cousins) of 
the azaleas and if you com- 
care their blooms, you will 
easily note the similarities. 
These are less planted in 
Southern California than In 
the north, but there an- 
some fine specimens to be 
found in and about Los An­ 
geles county. They are ideal- 
lv suited to climates around! 
San Francisco Ray and this 
is where they get their 
major play in the state.

They love growing under 
oak's, and mature plantings 
will actually grow right up 
into the oak trees, giving 
the illusion that, the oaks 
are blooming.

Re thev azaleas or rhodo­ 
dendrons, they have the 
same liking for a rich, acid 
e;oil. plenty of moisture at 
the roots and overhead, too, 
and regular feeding.

Ask your nurseryman to 
recommend a good plant 
food or food.-:. Work plenty 
of leaf mold into the soil at 
planting with peat moss and 
leaf mold to conserve mois­ 
ture and to inrro^-P aridity 
in the coil
